REMARKS : 

By this amendment, claims 2, 17, and 40 are cancelled without prejudice. Claims 
3-8, 10-16, 18, 20-39, and 41-44 remain pending in the application. 

The Office Action indicates that claims 2, 8, 14, 17, 23, 24, 27, 35, and 40 are 
allowable if rewritten in independent fomri. By this Amendment, independent claim 6 has 
been amended to include the limitations of allowable claim 2, so claim 6 is considered to 
be in condition for allowance. Also, independent claim 15 has been amended to include 
the limitations of allowable claim 17, so claim 15 is considered to be in condition for 
allowance. Independent claim 25 has been amended to include the limitations of 
allowable claim 40, so claim 25 is considered to be in condition for allowance. Finally, 
independent claim 44 has been amended to include the limitations similar to those of 
allowable claim 27, so claim 44 is considered to be in condition for allowance. 

Since claims 6, 15, 25, and 44 are considered to be in condition for allowance for at 
least the reason of including limitations from allowable claims, it is respectfully requested 
that the rejection of these claims, as well as their dependent claims, be reconsidered and 
withdrawn. Similarly, it is respectfully requested that the objection to claims 2, 8, 14, 17, 
23, 24, 27, 35, and 40 be reconsidered and withdrawn.
